Has Definitely Declined. the 
President’s Offer. 


Considers His Cabinet Work 
Unfinished. 


‘May Later on Reconsider 


Matter. 


Secretary of War Taft has definitely 
decided not to accept the President's 
recent tender of an associate justice- 
ship of the Supreme Court, and has so 
informed his official chief, says the 
Washington Star. 

In consequence of his declination of 
the place, Mr. Roosevelt will soon of- 
fer it to another man. He is now can- 
vassing a choice list of available men, 
and expects before long to make 4a 
selection. The vacancy to be filled was 
caused by the retirement of Associate 
Justice Henry B. Brown of Michigan, 
at the conclusion of last spring s term 
of court. 

“Secretary Taft's decision to remain 
in the Cabinet for the present doubt- 
less will occasion surprise in some 
quarters, for it was the opinion of 
many t public men in Wash- 
ington that he was deferring the an- 
nouncement of his acceptance of the 
President's offer in order to participate 
with propriety in the Con- 
gressional campaign. ey expected, 
especially in view of the President's 
failure to appoint another man, that 
the Secretary would be to don 
ee after the Novem 
t . 


SURPRISE TO SUPREME COURT.

BENEFITS SLOW. 


GOVERNMENT REPORTS UPON 
ITS PRODUCTION. 


Indian Corn Is the Most Abundant 
and Most Promising Raw Material 
for the Manufacture of Alcohol. 
Gasoline Engines Can Use Alcohol 
With Only Slight Change 


Denatured alcohol, its “sources and 
manufacture” and its “uses and sta- 
tistics” are the titles of two bulletins 
just tssued by the Department of Ag- 
riculture and prepared under Whe su- 
pervision of Dr. Wiley of the Bureau 
of Chemistry. Concerning its sources 


and manufacture, the verdict repeats 


that of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue in several particulars. Thus, 
“the manufacture of alcohol on a 
very small scale is not likely to prove 
profitable.” Furthermore, any stin 
must be registered by and conducted 
under the United States Internal Rev- 
enue Service, and the rules in regard 
to output practically result in fixing 
the minimum at from seven to ten 
proof gallons per day. It cannot be 
conducted in a desultory manner. as 
it can only be shut down by the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. Hence, the 
farmer must be content with produc- 
ing the raw materials. But the dis- 
tilling interests will have an industry 
quite distinct and apart from the ag- 
ricultural interests of producing the 
raw material When industrial alco- 
hol is made at a price at which it can 
compete with petroleum and gasoline, 
it will doubtless be preferred because 
of its greater safety and more pleasant. 
odor Uuder the present conditions 
it is not prebable that industrial al- 
cohol can be offered upon the market 
at much less than 40 cents per gallon 
of 9% per cent. strength. It be- 
lieved, however, that, by paying atten- 
tion to unused sources of raw material 
and mereased production thereof th 
improved methods of manufacture and 
denaturing, the price can be very 
much diminished. As the price falls. 
the quantities used for industrial pur- 
poses will correspondingly increase, 
so that small profits both to the farm- 
er and to the manufacturer will bring

Very little change need be made in 
the engine of a motor car designed to 
use gasoline to fit it for the use of 
alcohol. Gasoline becomes volatile at 
a temperature of blood heat, while a 
much greater degree of heat is neces- 
sary to volatilize alcohol rapidly 
enough for motor purposes. This fact 
makes necessary a change in the ex- 
plosion chamber of the engine when 
alcohol is to be used. This adjustment 
is especially important in the starting 
of the machine, as after it is in action 
the temperature of combustion is 
quite sufficient to easily produce 
gasification necessary. 


VALUE OF LOST FINGERS. 


Different Appraisements Fixed by the 
Various Countries of 
Europe. , 

The different fingers are far from 
haying the same value in the eyes of 
the law with reference to their func- 
tional utilization. Much the most 
important is the thumb, for without 
it prehension would be very tmperfect. 
‘The hand is no longer pincers, but 
merely a claw, when deprived of the 
thumb. It may be estimated that the 
thumb represents fully a third of the 
total value of the hand. The French 
courts allow 15 to % per cent. value 
for the right hand, and 10 to 15 for the 
left; the Austrian schedule gives from 
15 per cent. for the left to 2% per cent. 
for the right; in Germany 20 and 28 
per cent., and even as high as 33.3 per 
cent. has been awarded. The percent- 
age is based on 100 as the total indus- 
trial value of the hand previously to 
the accidert, a loss of 50 per cent. rep- 
resenting half of the value, etc. 

The total loss of the index finger 
causes an incapacity estimated at 10 
to 15 per cent. in Austria, 16 to 20 per 
cent. in Germany, 15 per cent. for the 
left and 20 per cent. for the right by 
Italian courts; French allow 15 
per cent. 

The middle finger is of much more 
importance than the index, states Dr. 
Meiguan, whom we are citing, and 
who is no small authority, for a great 
loss of force is observed in the hand 
when the finger is amputated. Yet al- 
most all the authorities ascribe less 
importance to it than the index. The 
Italian law allows 5 per cent. the Aus- 
trian 5 to 10 per cent. 


The benefits which are to accrue 
from the use of industrial alcoho! free | 
of tax have, the bulletins say, probably | 
been overestimated by the people at 
large and especially by the farmers, 
but that material benefits will accrue 
is not a subject of doubt. They will 
come slowly, as agricultural products 
are more abundant, technical methods 
of manufacture improved, and the 
methods of utilizing industrial alcohol 
better understood. Our people shoulAé 
not, however, be disappointed should 
many years elapse before the magni- 
tude ef the product used for industrial 
purposes reaches the figure already at- 
tained by Germany. 

Of raw materials which can be util- 
ized for the manufacture of alcohol 
Indian corn is by far the most abun- 
dant and the most promising. The 
average price of potatoes must be 
very much decreased before raw ma- 
tertal of this kind can come into com- 
petition with Indian corn. Promising 
sources which are not now utilized are 
the potato, the sweet potato, the yam, | 
sorghum, molasses from the sugar cane | 
and beet sugar factories and the In- 
dian corn stalk. Waste materials of 
other manufacturing industries, such 
as those related to fruits and vege- 
tables, may incidentally be utilized for | 
manufacturing purposes but could | 
not of themselves become independent 
sources of profitable industrial alcohol. 

The bulletin which deals with uses 
and statistics describes at some length 
with many tiustrations the contrivan- 
ces for heating, tluminating, etc. 
Alcohol stoves are described, as well 
as ry using incandescent man- 


The ring finger is the least important.

The Italian law is Uberal, with 8 per 
dent. The French and German tribu- 
nals often refuse indemnity, consider- 
ing the tncapacity resulting from the 
loss as very slight. 

The little finger may be compared 
to the ring finger, except in the pro- 
fessions, in which it serves as a point 
of support for the hand. It may be 
remarked here that the artist has 
not been taken into consideration in 
these cases.—[{Philadelphia Record.
